Referring to the Prime Minis- 
ter’s pledge to France, Sir 
Samuel Hoare said: “Those are 
not the words of a feeble waverer 
whom the Opposition disparage, 
but of a man bent on maintain- 
ing the peace- of the world: but 


. |who is ‘equally determined to 


maintain the vital interests of the 
British Empire. and the country 
with which Empire interests. are 
so closely united.” 


SUBMARINES 


As a result of Great War experience 


and great developments made since 
the War. ended, Sir Samuel was con- 
vinced we should never again be faced 
with a submarine danger upon any- 
thing like the scale we surmounted 
in the Great War. : 


Referring to aircraft production, 
Sir Samuel! said that ever since the 
September crisis aircsaft produc- 
tion had bounded ahead, with . the 
result that to-day the Royal Air 
Force would make a very formid- 
able foe against any possible aggres- 
sor.

National Trust. official, will not 
provide more than a bare living.
